No Service ts “Free.” 


Canadian Battery service men to- 
day are finding themselves in a po- 
sition which some of them may 
consider unenviable, but which will 
inovitably result to the general good 
of the trade. The manufacturers 
of some of the. better Known bdat- 
teries have decided no longer to 
carry the burden of free services 
as they have carried it in the past. 
They have decided that a business 
Practice (rather an unbusinesslike 
practice) which is as obsolete as a 
1910 automobile, must go into the 
actap heap. 

In the first place, there etrould be 
no misunderstanding about this 
term “free ‘battery aervice.” It 
was never free, and in many in- 
stances it was not service. It can- 
not better be exemplified than by 
the witty Trish bull employed by one 
Ppromjneént Canadian battery manu- 


facturer “ff conversation on this 


topic some time yp He then said: 

“Free service gomething you 
pay for before you get it.” 

That ie precisely what “free bat- 
tery service” has been. 

To understand the eltuation, a 
brief review of the development of 
the battery business will be in order. 


How it Started. 


When electrical equipment first 
became. standard on the passenger 
automobile, the various battery 
makers competing for the manu- 
facturer’s usiness strengthened 
thelr sales appeal to the manufac- 
turer by asssuming responsibility 
for battery maintenance. re was 
no more reason why they -should 
have done this, fromm a strictly sane 
spolnt of view, than why 
the manufactirer who made the 
radiator used’ on a given make of a 
car should have to open up service 
stations and give “free radiator’ 
service. However, it wae done, and

GANUEL GOMPERS, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, has made It ciesr that 
organized labor as a body is not behind the move- 
ment launched at Cleveland for the nomination of 
La Follette as candidate of a third party for the 
presidency.

“DefecYve justice in America Is the 
shame of America,” said Mr. Yost, “In 
the United States life and property are 
less secure from criminal violence 
than anywhere else on the globe that 
is not in a state of barbarism, 

“Approximately 10,000 murders were 
committed In this country last. year, 
fifty times as many as in the United 
Kipgdom, while in such citles as New 
York, Chicago and St. Loula more 
crimes of ylolence are committed an- 
nually than in the whole of England. 
And this disgraceful condition ta not 
| duce to a greater degree of criminality, 
j but to the comparative immunity 

from punishment or correction that 
the criminal enjoys in this country. 

“The inatruments of justice and of | 
law enforcement throughout America 
are manacled by a preposterous sya 
tem of criminal jurisdiction that 
xives crime ever} advantage over jus- 
tice, and creates the disgraceful para- 
dlox that law often cannot be enforced 
because the law will not permit its 
enforcement, Crime is disgracefully 
[prevatent in America because the ad- 
| ministration of justice is not sound, 
|} because, in fact, It not only permits 
i but encourages crime.”

Ing them the pagan rites and tradi- 
tional customs of the Tueblo anc- 
fents has been branded '2 “tempest 
in a teapot,” by Commissioner Burke 
of the Indian Bureau.

ers would belleve that I bad murdered 
him, if he died following the opera- 
tion,” : 

Gandhi was not unwilling to be.op- 
erated upon, but would have preferred 
to have consulted his own physician, 
Col, Maddock said, but his condition 
was 80 critical that there was no 
time, 

“Then, when I had started operating 
a fuse blew out, throwing the hosp!- 
tal Into datknees,” said the surgeon. 
“We finished the job by the light of 
two kerosqne lamps. Just as we had 
finished the lights came on again.”

Following the operation, which was 
successful, the government issued a] 
pardon to Gandhi, and honored Col. :
